Flock needs shepherd’s care 


How think ye? if a man have an 
hundred sheep, and one of them be 
gone astray, doth he not leave the 
ninety and nine, and goeth into 
the mountains, and seeketh that 
which is gone astray? (Matt. 
18:12.) | 

The shepherd of biblical times 
was greatly recognized and 
respected. 


A true shepherd — as opposed 
to a man merely hired to tend the 
flock — knew, and often named, 
each sheep, and the sheep knew his 
voice and followed him. 

When a sheep strayed, the shep- 
herd went to great lengths to seek 
it out and, upon finding it, 
rejoiced. 

“Jesus used this common illus- 
tration of His day to declare that 
He was the Good Shepherd, the 
True Shepherd,” said President 


Ezra Taft Benson in an April 1983 
general conference address, which 
he based on Matt. 18:12. 


“Because of His love for His 
brothers and sisters, He would 
willingly and voluntarily lay down 
His life for them,” said President 
Benson. 


“We realize, as in times past, 
some of the sheep will rebel and 
are ‘as a wild flock which fleeth 
from the shepherd.’ (Mosiah 8:21.) 


“With a shepherd’s care, any of 
our new members, those newly 
born into the gospel, would be nur- 
tured by gospel knowledge and 
new standards. Such attention 
would ensure that there would be 
no returning to old habits and old 
friends. 


“With a shepherd’s loving care, 
many of our young people, our 
young lambs, would not be wan- 


dering. And if they were, the crook 
of the shepherd’s staff, a loving 
arm, would retrieve them,” Presi- 
dent Benson said. 


Elder David B. Haight of the 
Council of the Twelve used the 
analogy of the shepherd in his Oc- 
tober 1981 general conference 
address: 


“Souls are committed to the care 
of the Church — to watch over and 
keep them in the right way, to re- 
member their names and nourish 
them. (See Moroni 6:4.) 


“Those that stray need a friend 
— but they need one who knows 
the Shepherd,” Elder Haight said. 
“Seldom do people cease coming 
to Church because of doctrine; 
they are waiting for a show of gen- 
uine love and friendly fellowship 
to heal their hurts or doubts.”
